SCABIES. 

During  the  year,  treatment  was  provided  for  eighty- 
si::  cases  of  Sc  'Dies,  eighty  children  and  sin  adults.  The 
greater  number  were  e~a  cuee  children  and  thirty- one  were  treated 
in  the  Evacuation  Sick  -ay.  In  the  remainder,  treatment  was 
given  by  the 'District  Nurses  and  by  the  Evacuation  L.C.C. 

School  Nurse. 

Satisfactory  results  were  obtained  by  the  use  of 
Benzyl  Benzoate  emulsion.  Clothing  and  bedding  was  sterilised 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 


AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 


The  recruitment  and  training  of  Casualty  Service 
personnel  continued  throughout  the  year.  Full  Courses  of 
lectures,  with  a  qualifying  examination,  were  again  held  in  most 
parishes.  Shortened  Courses,  for  Cardens,  were  also  given. 

Collective  training,  involving  all  the  Civil  Defence 
Services  was  carried  out  and  proved  most  instructive. 

An  additional  First  Aid  Party,  to  be  stationed  at 
N adhur s t ,  was  authorised,  making  a  total  of  ten  parties  ^  for  the 
District.  All  the  First  Aid  Parties  have  been  trained  in  Rescue 
work.
